(Thoro have been consistent attem pts 
by certain British and French states­ 
men ever since to put the relations 
back on a pre-w ar basin The g u a r­ 
anteeing of French security by the* 
treaty of Locarno gave the move­ 
ment impetus, but the ‘ailure of 
tho Anglo-French naval pact act- 
d as a brake.

Some men are ac­ 
tually ancient at 55, while others 
possess middle-age vigor and 
ap­ 
pearance at 70. 
The real 
test 
therefore of a man’s fitness is not 
how long has he lived but 
what 
physical condition does he possess? 
However, based upon some of the 
present-day 
habits 
many 
men 
would win with the arbitrary ag© 
rule! 
"More than a decade ago 
mil­ 
lions of young men were called to 
the colors. 
The rigid physical ex­ 
amination that followed showed a 
deplorable lack of physical tone in 
hundreds of thousands 
of 
them. 
Ami the majority of 
the 
condi­ 
tions at the time thus exposed were 
based upon a wrong conception of 
one’s duty towards the body. 
Bad 
habits had caused physical dcte« 
elocution. 
“ It is regrettable, but neverthe­ 
less true, that life has even speed­ 
ed up more in the last decade. Con­ 
sequently the fundamental bodily 
requirements demanded by nature 
have in many instances even been 
respected less than formerly. 
As 
a consequence, premature old age 
steps in. 
"A careful study of the vigor­ 
ous, old young men of today will 
indicate th at in their 
cases 
the 
laws of the body have been care­ 
fully respected and strength 
and 
life themselves thus conserved. 
"Burning the candle 
a t 
both 
ends by consistently losing sleep, 
smoking too much inhaled tobacco, 
cating over-abundantly and exer­ 
cising too little may be sm art these 
days but it is not sensible. 
"Old age can be deferred in many 
instances. 
Vigor and vitality can 
be made to serve much longer in 
many cases. 
But it takes 
pru­ 
dence, thought, care and right liv­ 
ing habits to do it. It is quite worth 
while.

And our nrose writers would have 
dry indeed and their be-t works soon forgotten.

is that we must have them, as we must have air and sunshine and 
change and all that interlocks with day and night. 
George Cissing in his “Ryecroft Papers” gives these sentences 
upon Spring:

Richmond, Va. (A P)—Tho old­ 
est regiment in America, organiz­ 
ed in 1680, near IOO years before 
the American war of independence, 
has been revived after a brief 
period of lost identity. 
Tho 1st Virginia regiment, bear­ 
ing the stars and scars of every 
American war, is recreated by a 
war department order authorizing 
a change of designation, and no 
longer is the 183nl infantry, Vir­ 
ginia national guard, the appella­ 
tion given it 
directly 
after the 
world war. 
The famous regiment was or­ 
ganized in 1680 as the Henrico 
county militia unit 
and 
through 
stem necessity became the frontier 
army of the Virginia colony. The 
refolds show that at 
one time 
every 
able-bodied 
man 
in 
the 
county, which 
embraced a 
very 
large area, was a member of the 
organization. 
In 1754 the 1st Virginia was one 
of the most important colonial 
units sent to resist encroachments 
of the French upon Virginia terri­ 
tory at the Ohio 
river. 
George 
Washington then 
was lieutenant 
colonel and later became colonel. 
Most of the men 
were borderers, 
dressed in 
buckskin 
and armed 
with the smallborcd, long-barreled 
pieces 
which became 
known as 
rifles 
because 
of 
the 
twisted 
grooves in the barrels. 
The Virginians became renown­ 
ed in this French and Indian war 
along the Ohio largely because of 


their conduct with Braddock^ com­ 
mand. 
When the revolution began the 
regiment became a regular outfit 
with Patrick Henry as its colonel. 
The records reveal that the regi­ 
ment became one of the strongest 
units in the continental service. 
The 1st 
Virginia 
became 
the 
ofiicial guard of the new city of 
Richmond w4hen that town was in­ 
corporated in 1792. 
It 
stood to 
arms in the war of 1812 and in the 
Mexican war. 
In 1851 it included 
such famed 
organizations as the 
Grays, the Blues, the 
Dragoons, 
the Fayette artillery, the Eagle in­ 
fantry, the Caledonian guards, the 
Young guard and the Montgomery 
guard. 
The war between the states saw 
the 1st Virginia assigned to Kem­ 
per’s 
brigade 
in 
the 
a m y of 
northern Virginia. Throughout the 
war the regiment kept its organi­ 
zation. 
Hundreds were killed but 
its ranks were continually filled by 
volunteers proud to march under 
its standard. 
The 1st Virginia was reorganiz­ 
ed in 1871, its personnel largely 
composed of veterans. 
It 
was 
mustered into seivice again in the 
war with Spain and was reorganiz­ 
ed in 
1900. 
The campaign 
in 
Mexico in 1916-’17 found the 1st 
regiment in the garb of battle. 
The regiment was known as the 
116th infantry of the 29th division 
during the world war and fought 
through the 
Meuse-Argonne and 


campaign of Alsace. 
After the latest war, wedded to 
the 
Richmond 
Light Infantry 
Blues, the organization became the 
183rd infantry under the army re­ 
organization plan. Col. J. Fulmer 
Bright, of Richmond, was 
given 
the command, which he still holds. 
It was largely through his efforts 
that the 
1st Virginia 
obtained 
again its original name.
